Mercury darts about the sun in 
a period of three m onths and 
may be seen near its greatest 
elongation. The elongations oc­ 
cur April 2, July 31 and Novem­ 
ber 25, when Mercury is in the 
evening sky , and January 20, May 
19 , and September 13’, when Mer­ 
cury is in the m orning sun. 
Jupiter leaves the evening sky 
in January and will begin to rise 
in the east during the twilight 
hours of August.
